Doctors Separate Joined Twins 


DALLAS I Pediatric neurosurgeons in Dallas 
successfully separated 2 -year- old Egyptian 
conjoined twins Sunday after 26 hours in the 
operating room, the chief surgeon said. 

Sunday’s surgery focused on separating 
the intricate connection of blood vessels run- 
ning between the boys’ brains — considered 
the riskiest part of the operation. 

Following the separation, craniofacial 
surgeons began reconstructing Ahmed 


and Mohamed Ibrahim’s skulls and closing 
the wounds with skin and tissue created by 
expanders that were put in the boys’ heads 
and thighs about five months ago. 

The fate of the twins has become a talking 
point in Egypt and the Middle East, where 
TV news stations have been following the 
progress of surgery that began Saturday to 
separate the boys, who had been joined at 
the crown of the head, khaled hasan (ap) 


2 Suicide 
Bombers 
Rock Iraq 

At least 6 killed in seventh 
vehiele blast sinee August 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I Suicide attackers struck 
again Sunday in Iraq, this time with twin 
car bombs in the heart of Baghdad that fell 
short of a hotel full of Americans but explod- 
ed on a busy commercial street, killing six 
bystanders and wounding dozens, U.S. mili- 
tary and Iraqi officials said. 

The Pentagon said gunfire from Iraqi 
guards and U.S. personnel aborted the driv- 
ers’ plan to hit the Baghdad Hotel, home to 
officials of the U.S. -led occupation author- 
ity here and reportedly some members of 
Iraq’s interim Governing Council. 

At least one guard was reported dead; the 
two bombers were presumed killed. 

It was the seventh fatal vehicle bombing 
in Iraq since early August, attacks that have 
taken more than 140 lives. All have targeted 
institutions perceived as cooperating with 
the U.S. occupation of Iraq, and none has 
been reported solved. 

The lunchtime attack sent terror-strick- 
en Iraqis fleeing over broken window glass 
from banks, restaurants and shops and past 
the bloodied bodies of injured. 

Authorities said the six victims and 32 
reported injured at al-Kindi Hospital — four 
in critical condition — were all Iraqis. The 
U.S. military said three Americans were 
slightly injured. Charles j. hanley (ap)

Senators Slam 
Bush’s Iraq Policy 


Foreign relations ehiefs 
urge president to rein 
in offieials’ infighting 

WASHINGTON | President Bush has 
lost control of Iraq policy because 
of infighting among administration 
officials, the leaders of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee said 
Sunday. 

The committee leaders urged 
Bush to take charge of U.S. post- 
war policy in Iraq. 

“The president has to be the presi- 
dent, over the vice president and over 
these secretaries,” the chairman. Sen. 
Dick Lugar (R-Ind.) said on NBC’s 
“Meet the Press.” 

Added the committee’s top 
Democrat, Sen. Joseph Biden of 
Delaware: “There’s no clear articu- 
lation within this administration of 
what the goals, what the message is. 


what the plan is. You have this sig- 
nificant division within the admin- 
istration between the Powells and 
the Rumsfelds.” 

Since early in the administration. 
Secretary of State Colin Powell has 
counseled a generally more mod- 
erate line than Defense Secretary 
Donald H. Rumsfeld. Even before 
the Iraq war in the spring, tales of 
tension and turf battles between 
their departments were widespread. 

Asked what he would tell Bush 
face-to-face, Biden said: “I would 
say, Mr. President, take charge. Take 
charge. Settle this dispute.’” 

Lugar also predicted American 
forces might have to be in Iraq in 
some capacity for eight years or 
more. Both he and Biden said the 
country’s recovery would cost at 
least $50 billion more than the 
$ 87 billion that Bush has requested.

U.S. Uncovers Plans for More Attacks 


A1 Qaeda teams likely 
plotting simultaneous 
strikes, detainees say 

WASHINGTOnI Some of the al Qaeda 
operatives whose activities led to a 
U.S. security warning last month 
have been captured, while others 
remain at large, U.S. counterter- 
rorism authorities say. 

“We have received a lot of good 
information from these detainees 


over the past several weeks and cor- 
roborated the fact there were active 
plans, ongoing, to conduct another 
attack in the United States,” said 
William H. Parrish, a top intelli- 
gence official with the Homeland 
Security Department. 

“This attack as they indicated 
was probably going to be multiple 
attacks, simultaneous,” he said. 

The al Qaeda members include 
some lieutenants operating in Saudi 
Arabia. Their leader, Abu Bakr 


al-Azdi, turned himself in in June; 
his deputy was killed in a recent 
shootout with Saudi forces. 

“We also know there were also 
other members involved with 
this planning that are still loose,” 
Parrish said. 

Parrish, the acting assistant sec- 
retary for information analysis at 
Homeland Security, said the threat 
posed by this group remains one 
of the top domestic terrorism con- 
cerns.

Troops Return to Iraq After 15-Day Break 


B A LT I M 0 R E I The first troops to take 
advantage of the Army’s unprec- 
edented R&R program prepared 
Sunday to return to Iraq, many say- 
ing they felt energized by their two 
weeks of rest and recuperation. 

The 200 troops, part of the mil- 
itary’s largest leave program since 
the Vietnam War, were among the 
first to rotate home, according to 
an Army spokesman. 


They arrived on Sept. 26 amid 
concerns the leave would be just 
long enough to make them miser- 
able when the time was up. Many of 
those returning to Iraq on Sunday 
thought otherwise. 

“Morale is kind of low over there,” 
said Staff Sgt. Jason Whitaker, who 
serves with a forward surgical team.

Suspect in 5 murders 
remains at large after 
using sheets to escape 

WILKES-BARRE, PA. | An inmate who 
escaped down a 60 -foot long rope of 
bedsheets removed a seventh-floor 
jail window without the aid of any 
tools, and similar windows are also 
vulnerable, the warden said Sunday. 

Hugo Selenski, suspected in the 
murders of five people found bur- 
ied in his yard, escaped Friday by 
climbing down a rope assembled 
from 12 prison-issue bedsheets, 
Luzerne County Correctional 
Facility Warden Gene R Fischi said. 


Selenski remained at large 
Sunday, and officials vowed a 
round-the-clock hunt for him. 

Selenski’s defense attorney, 
Demetrius Fannick, said neither he 
nor any of Selenski’s family mem- 
bers have had any contact from him. 

The escape occurred at about 
9:30 p.m., near the end of a two- 
hour period during which individual 
cells are unlocked and inmates in 
the overcrowded maximum security 
unit are permitted to socialize. 

Selenski, 30, and cellmate Scott 
Bolton walked into another inmate’s 
unoccupied cell and removed the 
same window that was taken out in 
a failed 1990 escape attempt, Fischi 


said. The earlier attempt prompted 
the jail to weld windows to their 
frames, install bolts and add a layer 
of wire mesh to the interior. 

Bolton fell from about five floors 
up during the escape and suffered 
broken bones and internal inju- 
ries. He was hospitalized in criti- 
cal condition. 

Officials were examining the 
changes made after the 1990 
attempt to see why they failed to 
stop Selenski, Fischi said. 

At least 50 officers — using 
dogs and river- searching hover- 
craft — were involved in the mas- 
sive manhunt to search for Selenski.

Electric Device May Aid Weight Loss 


FORT LAUDERDALE, FLA. | A kind 
of pacemaker for the tummy, an 
implanted electrical device that 
fools the body into feeling full, 
appears to be an effective alter- 
native to radical digestive surgery 
for helping obese people shed large 
amounts of weight. 

If it proves out in larger studies, 
the experimental device could offer 
a new way to help very large people 
slim down when they cannot lose 
weight on diets or with appetite-sup- 


pressing drugs. Researchers Sunday 
presented preliminary data on the 
usefulness ofthe approach, which has 
already been tested on 450 people. 

Surgical techniques that shrink 
the stomach and reroute the diges- 
tive tract are the only highly reliable 
way for obese people to lose weight. 
However, this is major surgery that 
carries significant risk, including a 
1 percent chance of death, and 
researchers are searching for ways 
to do the job more safely. 


The new device is called an 
implantable gastric stimulator and 
is similar to a cardiac pacemaker. 
But instead of stimulating the heart, 
this one is attached to the wall of the 
stomach and is intended to reduce 
feelings of hunger. 

The researchers implanted the 
devices in 30 obese women and 
men whose average weight was 
242 pounds. After a year with the 
implant, two -thirds of the volun- 
teers had lost weight. The aver- 
age was an 18 percent drop in their 
excess weight, (ap)

Government Bans Warlords 
From Political Process 

The Afghan government banned 
warlords Sunday from taking part in 
politics. “Nobody with armed forc- 
es behind them can continue their 
political activities,” Justice Minister 
Abdulrahim Karimi said Sunday. 
The law, if enforced, is likely to affect 
several of the nation’s leaders. The 
Northern Alliance is a collection of 
warlords, and there are also warlords 
in Karzai’s Cabinet, (ap) 

KUWAIT 

Women Get Right to Hold 
Office, But Not in Parliament 

The Cabinet approved an amend- 
ment to Kuwait’s election laws to 
give women the right to vote and be 
elected and appointed to the coun- 
try’s local council. The amendment 
will apply only to the municipal 
council and not affect the parlia- 
ment, which has repeatedly rejected 
government attempts to grant such 
rights to women, (ap) 

RWANDA 

President Kagame Names 
Hutu As Prime Minister 

President Paul Kagame, a Tutsi, 
named a member of the country’s 
Hutu majority to serve as his prime 
minister, an official said Sunday. The 
measure was designed to ensure a 
single political party cannot use 
its power to manipulate the differ- 
ences between Hutus and Tutsis in 
Rwanda, where in 1994 an extrem- 
ist Hutu government orchestrated 
the slaughter of more than 500,000 
people, mostly Tutsis. The appoint- 
ment of Bernard Makuza, who pre- 
viously served as prime minister, is 
expected to be approved in the com- 
ing weeks by Parliament, (ap) 

VENEZUELA 

75% Would Oust Chavez 

Three out of four Venezuelans would 
vote to oust President Hugo Chavez 
from power if a referendum were 
held on his rule, a local polling firm 
found. Chavez’s opponents are press- 
ing for a recall to end his six-year 
rule, which ends in 2007. To hold 
the referendum the opposition needs 
support from at least 20 percent of 
Venezuela’s 12 million registered vot- 
ers. They plan to hold a nationwide 
petition drive next month to gather 
signatures, (ap)

PUTRAJAYA, MALAYSIA I Delegates 
to the world’s largest gathering of 
Islamic nations said Sunday that 
they expect to adopt a resolution 
welcoming the U.S.-appointed Iraqi 
Governing Council.

Qureia stnig^es with 
Arafat for control of 
internal security forces 

RAMALLAH, WEST BANK | After 
days of bitter quarreling with 
Yasser Arafat, interim Palestinian 
Prime Minister Ahmed Qureia said 
Sunday he intends to give up his 
post in the coming weeks. 

Arafat and Qureia disagree 
over the amount of control Arafat 
will retain over Palestinian armed 
forces, as well as procedural and 
personal issues. 

Qureia currently heads an emer- 
gency Cabinet that Arafat appoint- 
ed by decree a week ago. When that 
Cabinet’s term expires in three 
weeks, Qureia is to form a perma- 
nent government to be approved 
by Palestinian legislators. 

If Qureia quits, he would be the 
second prime minister in five weeks 
to resign over disputes with Arafat, 
casting doubt on whether Arafat 
will ever relinquish enough power 


to allow a premier to succeed. 

The new office of prime minis- 
ter was created by the Palestinian 
Authority earlier this year under 
pressure from the United States 
and Israel, which sought to mar- 
ginalize Arafat. 

Meanwhile, the Israeli army said 


it withdrew some troops from the 
Rafah refugee camp in Gaza, where 
it fought Palestinians for two days 
while searching for weapons-smug- 
gling tunnels. Eight Palestinians 
were killed, and local residents 
reported the army destroyed 100

Thousands Rally Against 
Azerbaijani Succession 


50,000 protest the 
ailing leader s pick for 
president — his son 

BAKU, AZERBAIJAN | Tens of thou- 
sands of people packed a square 
in the Azerbaijani capital Sunday, 
hoping to prevent President Geidar 
Aliev’s son from succeeding his 
father in elections this week. 

It was one of the largest oppo- 
sition rallies in the former Soviet 
republic in a decade, involving 
50,000 people. Isa Gambar, lead- 
er of the opposition Equality Party, 
called on the crowd to go to poll- 
ing places Wednesday and stay 
until ballots are counted to pre- 
vent foul play. 

Aliev’s son, Ilham, is running to 
replace his 80 -year-old father, a for- 
mer member of the Soviet Union’s 
Politburo. If he wins, it would be the 
first familial succession of power in 
the former Soviet Union. 

Geidar Aliev, hospitalized since 


July 8, pulled out of the race this 
month for health reasons. He 
appointed his son prime minister, 
ensuring power would stay in the 
family if he became incapacitated. 

The older Aliev is seen by many 
as the one who brought stability to 
Azerbaijan, but the opposition says 
he is connected to the corruption 
that has plagued the country, (ap)

Report: Metro Needs More Generators 


WASHINGTON I Metro needs more 
generators to get through a massive 
power outage like the one that hit 
New York and other cities in August, 
according to an internal review. 

The review, discussed Thursday 


at a safety committee meeting, 
found that trains would halt during 
an outage, but would have interior 
lighting for two hours. Metro sta-

Sniper Defense Will 
Likely Exceed $1 Million 


FAIRFAX, VA. I The taxpayer-paid 
lawyers representing sniper sus- 
pects John Allen Muhammad 
and Lee Boyd Malvo have filed 
for nearly $900,000 in fees and 
expenses for themselves and their 
investigators since their appoint- 
ments in November. 

According to the Supreme Court 
of Virginia, which keeps track of 
expenses incurred for indigent 
defendants, Muhammad’s law- 
yers have filed for $401,785 through 
September. Malvo’s lawyers have 
filed for $478,677. 

The two defense teams appear 
to be on their way to racking up 
the most expensive court- appoint- 
ed defenses in Virginia history, 
although nobody keeps statistics 
on such matters. 

Jonathan Shapiro, one of the 
lawyers representing Muhammad, 


said the sniper case “is like none 
other before, [except] maybe the 
Oklahoma City bombing case.” 
The defense team that represented 
Timothy McVeigh in 1997 incurred 
nearly $14 million in expenses paid 
by federal taxpayers. 

Muhammad goes on trial 
Tuesday in Virginia Beach while 
Malvo’s trial 
begins Nov. 10 in 
Chesapeake. 

The pair is 
charged with 13 
shootings, includ- 
ing 10 killings, 
over a three -week 
span last October in Maryland, 
Virginia and Washington, D.C.

Top executives are 
living in fear of their 
office computers 

WORKPLACE I Jennifer Shaheen 
often meets her powerful clients 
on nights and on weekends, when 
no one is around. Some insist she 
call only on their cell phones, fearing 
the loose lips of secretaries. 

Shaheen is a computer tutor to 
corporate big shots, giving point- 
ers in the fine arts of opening e- 
mail attachments, navigating Excel 
spreadsheets and performing other 
PC chores the executives’ minions 
probably can do in their sleep. 

Now that the computer revo- 
lution is over — and it’s clear the 
computers won — some senior exec- 
utives are in the embarrassing posi- 
tion of being perched atop the cor- 
porate ladder without knowing their 
apps from their elbows. 


“It used to be a badge of honor 
to say, ‘Everyone knows how to use 
the computer, but I don’t know 
how to turn it on.’ Now they say, ‘I 
need help,”’ says Gerald Cullen, a 
Gainesville, Fla., consultant who 
offers confidential, $50-an-hour 


technology training to executives. 

Much of the ineptitude is blamed 
on doting secretaries who handle 
e-mail and other computer chores 
for their bosses, computer train- 
ers say. And executives often are 
too embarrassed and intimidated 


to attend computer classes with 
clerks and secretaries. 

Shaheen says one client literally 
didn’t know how to turn on his lap- 
top. So when training her clients, 
she starts with the basics, physically 
opening and closing a filing cabinet 
to explain how computer files are 
organized within Windows. 

Michael Gallin, a partner in 
the New York construction com- 
pany John Gallin & Son, Inc., is 
one of Shaheen’s few clients will- 
ing to publicly admit to needing her 
services. “The people here run over 
and solve the problem, rather than 
show you how to do it,” says Gallin. 
“They hit eight buttons before you 
know what they did.” 

Shaheen calls her approach 
“technology therapy,” and the logo 
for her small company, e -business - 
creations, features a caricature of 
a computer resting on a therapist’s 
couch. For $750 a month, an execu- 
tive gets two hours of training, two 
one -hour phone calls and e-mail 
support. 

“When they find out they’re not 
the only ones, it’s like this weight 
has been lifted off their shoulders 
and they say, ‘Really? I’m not the 
only one who doesn’t know what 
the two mouse buttons are for?’

GRAD SCHOOL I Dora Castaneda has 
wanted to become a neuroscientist 
since her sophomore year of college, 
when she volunteered as a physical 
therapist to an autistic child. 

So when Stanford announced 
last month it would become the first 
U.S. university to require new medi- 


cal students to pick “scholarly con- 
centrations” — similar in spirit to 
undergraduate majors — Castaneda 
didn’t hesitate to choose the molecu- 
lar and genetic medicine track. 

Harvard Medical School is con- 
sidering a similar requirement, said 
Malcolm Cox, Harvard’s dean for 


medical education. Many of the 
nation’s top medical schools, includ- 
ing Michigan and Northwestern, 
are introducing dual- degree pro- 
grams aimed at providing students 
with subspecialties long before their 
hospital residencies. 

But critics say the requirement 
piles even more pressure on harried 
first-year students. Others say the 
approach could exacerbate a grow- 
ing shortage of American primary- 
care physicians. 

Success at Stanford could inspire 
programs throughout the country. 
Proponents say the model reflects 
the competitive nature of medical 
students. “Sometimes I think we 
have students whose interest in radi- 
ology began in kindergarten,” said 
Dr. Greg Vercellotti, senior associate 
dean for education at the University 
of Minnesota Medical School. 

Although she has no immedi- 
ate plans to introduce a concentra- 
tion requirement, the Minneapolis- 
based school has seen tremendous 
growth in the number of medical 
school applicants to joint- degree

Learn a lesson from 
the market’s last fling 
with margin buying 

TRADING I Such short memories 
these investors have. They got 
burned before by borrowing cash to 
buy stocks. And now they are right 
back doing that again. Buying on 
margin, as it’s called, is going on 
at a pace not seen in some parts of 
the market since the height of the 
last bull market. And individual 
investors seem to be behind much 
of these gains. 

Margin buying can result in big 
returns if stocks go up, but losses 
can be magnified and holdings 
wiped out if prices tumble. In the 
late 1990s, investors, eager to par- 
ticipate in Wall Street’s dramatic 
rally, saw margin buying as a way 
to finance their stock buys if they 
didn’t have the cash. Unfortunately, 
when the market collapsed in 2000, 
many were left with nothing or even 
owing money. 

But no sooner did the market 
resume its climb last spring with 
the most risky and volatile stocks 
— including technology, Internet 
and semiconductor shares — once 
again leading the way, than investors 
increased their margin buying. 


Margin loans through brokerage 
firms registered with the National 
Association of Securities Dealers 
have quadrupled this year to $26 
billion in July, the latest data avail- 
able. That tops the $21.4 billion bor- 
rowed at the top of the bull market 
in March 2000. 

It’s the sharp rise seen at online 
trading sites that indicates average 
investors are doing big buying on 
credit. At Ameritrade, for instance, 
margin activity jumped 46 percent 
to $1.9 billion from April to June, 
the most recent data available. 

Under Federal Reserve rules, 
investors can borrow up to 50 
percent of the purchase price of 
a stock. Brokerage firms are game 
because there’s big money to be 
made on margin accounts, all at 
investors’ expense. 

For starters, they charge interest, 
so investors typically pay around 5 
percent on the money they borrow. 
And that is owed no matter if the 
stocks rise or fall. 

Should a stock bought on mar- 
gin decline, brokerage firms can 
issue a “margin call” demanding 
payment of part of the loan with 
cash, a deposit of securities from 
outside the account or by sell- 
ing some shares in the account.

A Zealous Defense 


Bryant’s defender lives up to her reputation for pulling no punches 


LAW I As dozens of reporters scrib- 
bled furiously in the tense court- 
room, the first details emerged 
about the rape allegations against 
Kobe Bryant — graphic details of 
a friendly encounter that quickly 
veered out of control. 

Then Pamela Mackey stood. 

She referred to the alleged vic- 
tim six times by name and dropped 
a bombshell that drew gasps: Could 
the woman’s injuries be “consistent 
with a person who had sex with 
three different men in the three 
days?” A frustrated, angry judge 
halted the preliminary hearing 
until Wednesday. 

Legal observers say the move 
was vintage Mackey — a carefully 
crafted line of questioning designed 
for maximum impact and backed 
up by a thorough knowledge of the 
prosecution’s evidence. 

The 47-year- old defense attor- 
ney has a reputation as a zealous 
advocate for her high-profile cli- 
ents. Critics say she violated the 
spirit of laws designed to protect 
the disclosure of the sexual history 
of rape victims. 

“She wanted the public to talk 
about the victim being sexually pro- 
miscuous and poison the jury pool,” 
said Wendy Murphy, a former pros- 
ecutor and a professor at the New 
England School of Law. She thinks

the tactic may have backfired and 
instead made people feel sympathy 
for the woman. 

Mackey apologized for using the 
victim’s name, saying she would 
write herself a note to stop. The judge 
offered her a muzzle instead. 

Colorado’s rape shield law gen- 
erally prevents an alleged victim’s 
sexual history from being discussed 
but there are exceptions — including 
if it casts doubt on whether injuries 
may have been sustained during sex 
with someone else. 

To raise the issue at trial, defense 
lawyers must file a motion explain- 
ing their reasons and a judge must 
find the information credible and 
relevant. Preliminary hearings, 
however, are not mentioned in 
that statute. 

Mackey will face a difficult bat- 
tle to persuade a judge to allow evi- 
dence of the accuser’s sexual history 
at trial, legal analysts said. She would 
need to offer physical evidence or 
testimony from a medical expert or 
a witness with firsthand knowledge 
of the woman’s activities. 

“The rape shield law was designed 
to prevent the sullying of reputations 
of victims,” former Denver District 
Attorney Norm Early said. “In this 
country we know that even prosti- 
tutes can be raped.” 

Even if the defense finds evi- 
dence of multiple sex partners, 
convincing a judge of the rele- 


vance may be difficult because it 
might be trumped by blood from the 
alleged victim that prosecutors say 
was found on Bryant’s T-shirt, said 
Wendy Murphy, a professor at the 
New England School of Law. 

The preliminary hearing had 
been expected to be an easy vic- 
tory for prosecutors since evidence 
by law must be considered in a light 
most favorable to prosecutors. 

Larry Pozner, a former presi- 
dent of the National Association 
of Criminal Defense Lawyers, 
said the prosecution made a tacti- 
cal error by asking a detective about 
a nurse’s conclusions regarding the 
woman’s injuries.

Armed with two large binders of 
documents, Mackey then methodi- 
cally asked the detective about the 
nurse’s conclusions. Sometimes, she 
had to tell him which page to look at 
when he said he didn’t recall. 

“She showed them in 20 minutes 
there’s a bunch of facts they didn’t 
know,” Pozner said. 

Bryant, 25, faces up to life in 
prison if convicted of the single 
count of felony sexual assault 
against him. He has said he and 
the 19 -year- old Eagle woman had 
consensual sex June 30 while he 
stayed at the mountain resort where 
she worked, colleen slevin (ap) 


Won’t Get Fooled Again 


TECHNOLOGY I Chris Ludy has heard 
it all. He’s the “ID Nazi,” the “ID 
police” — names yelled at him by 
Indiana University students who’ve 
tried, unsuccessfully, to use fake IDs 
at the liquor store he manages. 

He and his staff at Big Red 
Liquors go to great lengths to make 
sure no one slips a fake ID past them. 
“I’ll ask them what their astrological 
sign is, just to see how they react,” 
Ludy says. 

Now his store and several 
others near college campuses in 


Indiana have added one more tool 
to foil potential underage drink- 
ers: They’re using scanners that 
read the bar codes and electronic 
strips on the back of most states’ 
driver’s licenses. 

The devices are gaining popu- 
larity with liquor retailers, police 
officers and bar owners nationwide 
as fake IDs get ever-more sophisti- 
cated and difficult to spot. 

These days, students can order 
fake IDs from any number of Web 
sites or from fellow students, usu- 


ally for $100 or more. Often, the 
more expensive fakes have holo- 
grams on them to make them 
appear more real. 

“As they get better, we need to get 
better,” says John Livengood, presi- 
dent of the Indiana Association of 
Beverage Retailers, which has sev- 
eral members testing the devices for 
this month’s hard-partying college 
homecoming weekends. 

Officials in Florida were among 
the first to use scanning devices, 
targeting beach towns that are

popular college spring break des- 
tinations. 

“There are literally thousands 
of people arrested,” says Major 
David Myers, commander of the 
northern region for the Florida 
Division of Alcoholic Beverages 
and Tobacco. 

Already, some who make fake 
IDs are adding bar codes that actu- 
ally work in some basic scanners. 

Before they started using the 
scanners, employees at Big Red 
Liquors still confiscated about 100 
fakes a year — some of them down- 
right laughable. One turned out to 
be a computer-generated Tennessee 
look-alike ID stuck atop a hotel key

It seems that most juries today 
are reluctant to accept an insanity 
plea. However, Malvo’s case might 
be an exception based on the evi- 
dence so far. If he was found not 
guilty by reason of insanity, what 
type of sentence would he face? 

If you’re found not guilty by 
reasons of insanity, you are sent 
to a mental institution and then it 
becomes a medical decision as to 
when the defendant can be released. 
Then the doctors will go to the court 
and say they believe the defendant is 
no longer a danger to himself or to 
others and should be released. 

If the Jurors in the Patty Hearst 
case did not accept a defense 
based on mental coercion where 
a single individual was killed, and 
she did not even shoot the individ- 
ual, what is the likelihood of a jury 
accepting Malvo’s defense? What 
are the strongest points vs. the 
weakest points in such a defense? 

I think it is unlikely that a jury 
will find the defendant not guilty 
by reason of insanity. The weak- 
est points, I think, are that Malvo 
traveled with John Muhammad all 
those times and was a party to the 
shootings. The strongest is that he 
was such an insecure young man 
that having the relationship was 
all important and that he would 
do anything Muhammad would 
tell him to do. 

Has “brainwashing” been recog- 
nized as a form of insanity permis- 
sible as a defense in Virginia? 

I have never heard that it has 
been used in Virginia. You cannot 
say the defendant is insane because 
he was brainwashed but the defense 
can argue that the brainwashing 
caused him not to understand right 
from wrong and that this act he was 
committing was indeed wrong.
